'Food Supply Threatened Through the 


Drift of the Population to the 


Citie«—Now Is Great Opportu- 


nity to Take Up Land. 


The question, "How Is the country 


to be fed if the population continues 
to drift to the cities?" Is one that 
•should create an agitation that will 
"bring about a reply that will mean a 
•olution. 
The census, recently com- 


pleted, reveals a situation truly alarm- 
Ing, one that has never been known 
In the United States before. The ur- 
1>an population is now greater than 
that of the rural districts by about 
4,000,000. Cities and towns, each with 
more than 2,500 inhabitants, contain 
64,318,032 persons, or 51.4 per cent of 
the total population, wbile the farms 
«nd smaller towns together claim only 
51.399.739 persons, or 4S.G per cent of 
the total. 


As is pointed out by an Influential 


Chicago daily, "the drift to the cities 
Is thus proved and, reduced to figures, 
showing a top-heavy condition of the 
industrial life." 


Farming Is and must remain the 


tmsic industry of the world, nnd cer- 
tainly should remain the basic indus- 
try of a nation with a continental 
nrea like ours. It is small profit to 
gain the markets of the world with 
manufactured goods if agriculture has 
decayed so badly as to furnish an un- 
certain subsistence for our people, and 
fluctuating crops are reflected in price 
Changes that upset the economic life 
«f the country. Yet we are within 
measurable distance of that condition, 
if the present or recent drift toward 
the cities continues. 


Most writers on this topic take it 


for granted that young folks go from 
farms to cities merely to make more 
money. 
Doubtless that is something 


of n motive at all times and was a 
very strong one In the period imme- 
diately after the war, when city indus- 
tries paid wages totally impossible for 
farmers to rival. 


It is hoped that this drifting has 


reached its apex. Unless it has. and 
there slill remains a possibility of its 
continuance, the effect cnnnot be fore-1 


(old. 
The great wave of manufactures 


for war purposes has censed, nnd with 
it the number of those enfployed In 
factories is diminishing by thousands 
flsiily. It is therefore hoped that there 
'will again be heard the slogan, "For- 
\\nrrl to the Land." If prices to which 
farm land has reached are prices pro- 
hibitive to many, the opportunity is 
fstin open elsewhere. There are states 
possessing large wrens of good land 
that may still be had at prices within 
the rcn"h of many, and it is doubtless1 
true tbnt in spK-prr-^ervation it will 
be Ticcos-snry to bring these lands un- 
der cultivation. 
The prices are not 


liinh. considering their value. 
Then, 


too there are the lands of Western 
Canada thnt hold out an inviting pros- 
pect. 
Reports from there show that 


the prosperity of the farmers there is 
not nntliieal. 
Farming there is con- 


ducted on scientific principles, nnd 
the cli'imte is such as appeals. 
The 


production amply repays all the ex- 
penditure that may be made. 
The 


social conditions are of a character 
that make farm life a pleasure, and 
lends to keep the young man and 
young woman from pining for urban 
life with so mnny drawbacks. If con- 
cli'ions as above mentioned, showing 
Fiieh n large percentage of population 
In the cities nnd towns, continues, they 
TvMI require food. The opportunity to 
supply it is by the means suggested.

The strike of cicarmakers at McSher 


rystown which had been on for the las 
four weeks, was brought to h close Mon 
day night, when at a largely attended spe- 
cial meeting of local No. 316, held in rit 
Mary's hall, at that place, a decision was 
reached to return to work.

Trapping Looks Easy. 


Wild-animal trapping looks easy to 


most farm boys until they have tried 
and failed. 
Success demands knowl- 


edge of the animals and their habits 
Tbe red fox, for instance, must be 
caught by wiles as cunning as his own 
Traps and the ground where they ar» 
set must be free from human scen'w. 
Steel traps are cleaned by boiling with 
pungent twigs or by burying or leaving 
jn running water for a day or two, af- 
ter which they should be handled only 
with leather or waxed cotton gloves 
Dreedmg grounds, hunting grounds and 
peculiar habits of the animal-; should 
he well studied beforehand. Traps are 
sometimes set in springs that do not 
generally freeze over. A little island 
is built up some time before the trap 
is set. A No. 2 or No. 3 steel trap is 
imbedded in the soil with a piece of 
moss covering the pun 
A bit of taint- 


ed meat, preferably game, Is used for 
bait. 


In making a land set, a shallow hole 


is made to conceal Hie trap and the 
stake und chain which hold it. 
The 


earth removed should be placed on a 
cloth, and all that is not used should 
be carried away. The trap is covered 
with dry earth, free from anything 
uliich would clog the jaws.

runways which they make through the 
weeds. A piece of Carrot, parsnip or 
sweet apple, suspended over the trap, 
forms' an effective halt. 


Minks are raucht in No 1 steel 


traps «et in holes in the banks of small 
streams or in driftwood, with a chick- 
en or rabbit head, a fish, r.t a piece of 
muskrat meat placed beyond the trap. 


Skunks are usually trapped with No. 


1 or No. 2 steel traps set unbaited at 
the entrance of their dens. Care should 
be taken to fasten the chain «o that 
the skunk cannot get hack into his 
hole. They also may he caught in box 
traps and drowned without being re- 
mo%ed. A trapped skunk may be ap- 
proached slowly and killed without dis- 
agreeable consequences bv «triking it 
a sharp blow across the hack with a 
stick. 


Raccoons are cffught in No. 2 or No. 


3 steel traps set at the entrance to 
their holes and baited with meat. They 
also may be caught In traps set slight- 
ly under water close to the bank of a 
stream, with nothing more than a 
small mirror or piece of bright tin 
fastened on the pan to attract their 
curiosity. 
Rabbits are easily cap- 


tured In box traps or snares. 


Skinning the Catch. 


Fox skins should be stripped off 


whole like a glove, and stretched fur 
side out. Mink and weasel skins are 
stripped In the «ame manner and 
"cased" fur side in. This is also tfie 
best method with skunk skins. 
Rac- 


coon and muskrat skins are dried flat, 
fastened to a board. Care should al- 
,vays be taken to cut the skin as little 
as possible !n getting ft off. All flesh 
and fat should be removed and the 
•*kin stretched as tightly as possible.

u«ed in connection with the dairj, gar- 
den tools, butchering outfit, and the 
numerous small things for general use 
about thf place; third, the tools, ma- 
tenalc, and facilities- for keeping the 
first two classes of equipment in good 
working order. 


In order to secure the greatest effi- 


ciency, all implements and machinery 
should be properly housed when not 
in actual service, so as to be in good 
working condition when required for 
use.
